The reply filed on 27 May 2009 is not fully responsive to the prior Office action because of the following omission(s) or matter(s): 

It is unclear whether newly added claim 136 is intended by the Applicant to be considered elected or non-elected. 

On the one hand, the 27 May 2009 'Response to Restriction Requirement' first states, "Applicant elects Species 1, Sub-Species A, 
corresponding to claims 29, 66-70, 74 and 76, and Fig. 20, without traverse." This statement suggests new claim 136 is intended to be 
withdrawn from consideration. 

On the other hand, the same 27 May 2009 'Response to Restriction Requirement' later states, "Applicants respectfully submit that 
cancelled claim 119 (which depended on claim 91) also corresponds to the elected Species 1, Sub-Species A. Insofar as claims 29, 66- 
70, 74 and 76 corresponding to Fig. 20 are concerned, it is believed that previously cancelled claim 119 also corresponds to Fig. 20 
and should remain in the same application. Thus, Applicants hereby submit content of previously cancelled claim 1 19 (incorporating 
features of corresponding independent claim 91) as claim 136." This statement suggests new claim 136 is intended to elected and 
examined. 

The examiner respectfully requests that the Applicant clearly identify whether newly added claim 136 is intended by the Applicant to 
be considered elected or non-elected.
